Claims 1 - 20 are allowed over the prior art of record and the following is a 
statement of reasons for such an indication. 

The references to Mclntyre et al (US 6,178,363) and to McElreath (US 
5,216,61 1) fail to teach, as claimed, an airplane guidance involving an inertial system 
and a GPS landing system and deriving inertial-aided derivations for autoland systems 
during GPS signal interruptions, comprising, among other limitations, calibrating runway 
distance and lateral distance based on converted position coordinates using a third- 
order calibration filter when the aircraft is below a first height above terrain; calibrating 
vertical distance based on the converted position coordinates with a second-order 
calibration filter when the aircraft is below the first height above terrain; and using the 
distances for deviation computations when GPS signals are interrupted below a second 
height above terrain.
